Everything that is wrong with Geor- 
gia's highway-building program—if it can 
be dignified with such an appellation—is 
summed up in Gov. Talmadge’s surpris- 
ing declaration Saturday that the new 
Turtle River Bridge on Highway 17 at 
Brunswick would be abandoned after 
$3,000,000 has been spent on laying the 
substructure. 

In other words, Gov. Talmadge pro- 
poses to let this $3,000,000 go completely 
to waste “as a mute reminder of this 
gr@atest of all frauds ever perpetrated on 
the people—the plan to connect the 
Jekyll Island monstrosity - with Bruns- 
wick.” 

Let it be a matter of record that the 
Turtle River Bridge does not connect 
Brunswick with Jekyll. Another long 
bridge would be necessary for that pur- 
pose. Jekyll, in truth, has no place in the 
argument. 

Gov. Talmadge has been reminded 
that since the Federal Government is par- 
ticipating in building the bridge, it may 
have a great deal to say about abandon- 
ing the project after $3,000,000 has been 
spent. Future Federal aid may be endan- 
gered by rash action. 

The $3,000,000 waste which Gov. Tal- 
madge now proposes ought to be enough 
to bring to the attention of all Georgians 
the appalling cost of political ccntrol of 
the Highway Department. Gov. Talmadge 
wants to abandon a project started by 


his predecessor in office just as other 
Governors in the past have done. And 
$3,000,000 is only a small portion of the 
loss the taxpayers have sustained. In 
fact, there are now, gathering dust in 
Highway Department offices, plans for 
roadways and bridges which cost the 
State an estimated $15,000,000 to compile. 
They, too, were abandoned because the 
building of roads and bridges in Georgia 
is under political domination. 

It is too late now to question the wis- 
dom of building the Turtle River Bridge. 
The fact is the substructure has been laid 
at a cost of $3,000,000 and bids for the su- 
perstructure, to cost an estimated $5,000,- 
000 more, were to be let next year. But 
because political leaders rather than engi- 
neers control highway building, Georgia’s 
already thin purse apparently is to be 
depleted further by starting all over 
again. 

Still, maybe Gov. Talmadge cught not 
to be blamed too severely. He is merely 
following a precedent of long and hon- 
orable establishment in this State. The 
fault, in the final analysis, lies with the 
people who apathetically plug through 
hubcap-deep mud and over rickety, un- 
safe bridges while millions in highway 
funds are squandered because of political 
manipulations and jealousies. 

It’s about time Georgians waked up 
long enough to demand that the Legisla- 
ure do something about it. 


Give Adm. Sherman a Fair Chance 


Adm. Forrest P. Sherman has taken a 
difficult assignment. That in itself is a 
great understatement. It is a Herculean 
task in scope and a dangerous one in its 
possibilities. 

Already, the more extreme group in 
the Navy is accusing him, privately, of 
having sold out the Navy. They go so far 
as to say he is a part of the plot against 
civilian government. The hysteria of the 
situation is such that to even the most 
ardent Navy man it now becomes appar- 


ent Adm. Denfeld could not remain in his 


position as Chief of Naval Operations. 


We were, and are, sympathetic with 
the Navy because of the ill-considered 
statements made by the President and 
the Secretary and because of the unnec- 
essarily crude manner of Denfeld’s re- 
moval. 


Reports from Washington have it that 
the more hysterical among the Navy per- 
sonnel see a monstrous plot in which Adm. 
Sherman has joined with Army and Air 
Force officers to bring about a military 
dictatorship with Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower as the dictator. This is fantastic, 
but nevertheless it is what the extremely 
agitated Navy men are saying.

The General 
has made no political alliances. In a sense, 
as he has just demonstrated in the armed 
services unification row, he may be more 
valuable to us as an unaffiliated influ- 
ence, one who is able to step into any 
situation involving the national welfare, 
with the confidence of all the people. 

We bow to none in our admiration for 
Adm. Denfeld. We salute his integrity. 
But we also insist that Adm. Sherman 
deserves the confidence of the Navy and 
the people of this country. He deserves 
a fair chance. We trust the Navy, the 
President, the Secretary and the Under- 
secretary of the Navy will subside and 
let him have it. 


Mr. Truman Lays Down the Issues 


WASHINGTON—President Truman, in his St. Paul speech of the other day, has given a pretty 
accurate blueprint of the line of strategy to be followed by the Democratic Party in the congres- 
sional campaign next year. Judging from the tempo of the President’s remarks, the Democrats will 
accept the challenge laid down by the Republicans about the Administration program leading to 
a “welfare state” and fight the campaign out along those lines. ee 


Mr. Truman tended to make this clear in de- 
claring that “the policies we advocate” are based 
on the belief that “it is the Federal Government's 
obligation under the Constitution to promote the 
general welfare of all our people—not just a 
privileged few.” 


Much has been heard of the “welfare 
state” issue in recent campaign speeches of 
leading Republicans. Senator Robert A. Taft, 
of Ohio, has developed that as a theme for 
his public utterances of late. In New York 
also, Senator John Foster. Dulles has made 
that the burden'of his plea to be returned to 
Washington in the special election tomorrow. 


President Truman’s St. Paul speech was essen- 
tially the same as others he has delivered since 
Labor Day, which he jokingly conceded marked 
the opening of the 1950 congressional campaign. 
The main point of difference is that he defined 
the issue more clearly in his most recent address 
and left no doubt as to the type of campaign he 
will wage for retaining Democratic control of 

houses of Congress.

The President described his program as a 

middle ground between the leftist reactionaries, 

who talk about revolution, and the “standpatters” 


to the right, who say it means national bank- 
ruptcy. “Between these two extremes,” he said, 
“the main stream of American life rolls steadily 
onward toward a better world.” 


After their disastrous defeat in the 1948 Presi- 
dential elettion the Republicans are talking 
loudly of revising their tactics tu get away from 
the “me too” type of campaign conducted by Gov- 
ernor Thomas E. Dewey. A slogan of “No Me 
Too in Fifty-Two” is being talked up. 

By this the Republicans indicate that they 
plan to go all out against the program put for- 
ward under the Truman Administration, feeling 
that they have a better chance to regain control 
by outright opposition rather than accept some 
parts of the program in half measures. 

The claim is made that they won the 1946 
congressional elections by similar tactics, oppos- 
ing the Administration straight down the line 
that year. Under the new chairmanship of 
George Gabrielson the Republican National Com- 
emg . beating the drums for a campaign of 

is kind. 


President Truman is evidently willing 
that the issues be fought out along these 
lines. The effect of his St. Paul speech is to 
encourage the Republicans te take up the 
welfare state issue. In fact, having made the 
challenge it is difficult te see how the Re- 
publicans can avoid it, now that the Presi- 
dent has accepted oo of his party. 


Hence the country may expect to hear a lot 
about the welfare state in next year’s campaign. 
Reduced to simple terms, it is the question of 
whether the Government should continue to offer 
programs for the benefit of the mass of people 
as a whole, or whether we should go back to the 
old system of leaving such undertakings to pri- 
vate initiative. 

It promises, on this basis, to be an 
campaign and one that may well 
point in our political history.

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The Crow's Feet’ 


There is an old proverb which says that 
old wine is the wholesomest, old pippins the 
tastiest, old wood burns the brightest, old books 

the most fun to read, that old linen washes the whitest, that old 
soldiers and sweethearts are the surest, and old lovers the soundest. 


I thought of that when I saw the book, “Coming of the Crow’s 
Feet,” arrive from the publishers, Tupper & Lové. It is a fine 
title, having reference to the crow’s feet that gather about the 
eyes of men who have peered with affection, tolerance and under- 
standing down the long vistas of the years. 


"MM; * The book is by Charles J. Bayne, born Sept. 

Mister Charley’ 2? 1870, at Milledgeville. He did what every 
young man has dreamed of doing—made a tour of Europe on foot, 
learning foreign languages and seeing strange and wondrous sights. 
He has had a great life, learned and enjoyed the true values and 
altogether had so fine a time he never paid any attention to 
making money. He could have done it had he chosen to do so, 
because his mind was, and is, keen and fine, and his ability great. 
But he kept on savoring books, poetry, friends, laughter, know]- 
edge, sunsets, flowers and dreams. As they say, “Mister Charley” 
has “seen the monkey and heard tre owl.” 


A Book And then, as he neared 80, he turned to and wrote a 

book ... a good, honest book of his life and the things 
he saw and met and knew. And he knew human, warm people: the 
lithe Spanish girl who captured his heart and left her marks on 
it so they are still there today; kings and queens, presidents, 
great writers and soldiers—and just people who go to make up 
the warp and woof of this thing we call America. 


I think it safe to say there is no person living in our region 
who has had so many and rich and varied experiences as he, 
and I doubt if there be one in the country at large. Certainly 
there is none who can put it down any better, so that the persons 
come out of the dim and distant past to walk the pages as natural 
men and women. 


Writing There is fine writing in it, and magnificent and apro- 

pos quotes out of a fabulous memory. There is early 
rural Georgia in it, the pastoral years when the country was raw 
and young. There are in it the years of the lecturers, the lyce- 
ums, the opera houses. There are stories of Tom Watson, of 
Henry Grady, of Alfred Colquitt, of all the Georgia politicians of 
the era. There is a rare picture of Washington of that era, a story 
which every Washington newspaperman and congressman today 
should want to read. Many of the newspaper great are in it, in- 
cluding the legendary Don Marquis, who was for years Charley 
Bayne’s closest friend. 


M ar is There is one poignant quotation from one of Marquis’ 
qu poems, written after the death of Marquis’ young 
son. 
“Years there have been when I could bear the beauty 
Of budding trees and flashing wings; 
Now, I am one with trodden leaves and Autumn 
And all old, broken things.” 


The chapter devoted to Marquis is—to me, at least—worth the 
book. I do not know how to describe the book, which I trust a great 
many persons will want to read. Certainly it is a book newspaper 
people will want. Also, it is one which historians will wish to 
have for reference. Politicians wiJl enjoy it. Historians will need 
it. And anyone who likes good, warm writing and the human 
touch will chuckle over the reminiscences and ne flavor of the 


old days. 


Laurel “Mister Charley” has thrilled us all by writing this 

book, which is vigorous and sharp, as he pushes 680. 
Don Marquis wrote him, just before Charon took him in his craft, 
that he (Marquis) wanted to see him once more with vine leaves 
entwined in his white curls ... and now he has there the laurel of 
victory and accomplishment. 


There are few of us in the craft with fewer years who are as 
keen and as much alive as he. And I learned long ago to lift my 
hat in tribute to a fine man with an amazing memory and a mind 
keen and honest. I don’t know when a book has made so many 
people as happy as “Mister Charley’s” “Coming of the Crow’s Feet.” 

It is a great book by a great Georgian, of whom all Georgians 


may well be proud.

A Bantam Broadway Biography 


He’s dead now, so the story can be told. His name was Jack 
Mehler, and I first met him back in the ’20s when it was fashion- 
able to be shifty—when, to hear the Broadway boys tell it, only a 
sucker gave a sucker an even break. At the time Mehler was work- 
ing for Billboard, the show business weekly, and his take-home 
pay was barely enough to keep him in calories and cigarettes. 

When I met him again a few months later, he was wearing 
custom-built shoes and riding around in a Stutz Bearcat. 


“Tell Papa everything,” I said. 

“It’s an innocent enough swindle,” said Mehler. ‘The film com- 
panies, as you know, are currently paying crazy prices for stage 
plays, and breaking their necks to get a line on all contemplated 
productions. Well, on the strength of my connection with Bill- 
board, I’ve been selling them synopses of unproduced plays for 
$20 apiece and turning out about five a week.” 

“That doesn’t explain the Stutz,” I said. 

“If you must know,” said Mehler, “I recently decided to cash 
in on the phony secrecy concerning these synopses and sell the 
same one to each of the seven studios. And at the rate of five a 
week I’ve been clearing 700 smackers every seven days.” 


Fed U The following year I met Mehler coming out of the Sil- 
p ver Slipper Club, and this time he was sporting a mink- 
lined overcoat. 

‘“‘How’s the swindle coming along?” I asked. 

“I’m now making up my own plots,” said Jack. “I got fed 
up with the quality of the stuff I was summarizing and, besides, 
I figured that if I wrote them myself the supply would never run 
out and I could sell as much as the market would absorb. I’m turn- 
ing out two plots a day, dividing them into three acts and synop- 
sizing them.” 

“Any complaints?” 

“Not a one,” said Jack, “although the other day I almost got 
caught with my adjectives down. A story editor phoned and told 
me his company was interested in ‘The Wife of Judas’ and wanted 
to know where he could get hold of Joel Howard, the author. 
Quick like a train, I told him ‘Joel Howard’ was a pseudonym. I 
said the author was out of town and I’d get him the script in a 
few days. 

“Then I dug up a young playwright I know and offered to 
split with him if he would bang out a play based on my synopsis. 
Which he did, and last week we cut up $8,000.” 

Strai ht Well, what with this and with that, it was 10 years 

ig before I met Mehler again. He was now a talent scout 
for MGM and when I asked him how come he had gone straight, 
he said he had realized he was writing on thin ice, and it was 
only a question of time before he fell through. However, as sort 
of a grand finale to his literary career, he had sold all his synop- 
ses—a thousand of them—to a well-known and well-heeled hack for 
a flat price of $5 per each. 

Last year, as Mehler was getting ready to produce a play on his 
own, he suffered a cerebral hemorrhage, and died three days later 
in the hospital at City Island. None of the stardusty stalwarts he 
had introduced to the screen knew about it. Chances are, few 
would have cared if they had known. 

Jack Mehler was an amusing and talented guy, and if this 
bantam biography makes him out to be something of a sharp- 
shooter, you must remember that on Broadway that’s neither 
here, there nor relevant.

out such a set of principles.” The reason 
they can’t is “simply that the issue today 
hetween conservatives and prepenents of the 
service—or welfare—state is net clear cut 
between black and white, bu€ simply one of 
where to draw the line on the -extension of 
Government activity.” . 


Instead of a few leaders at the top trying to 
formulate party policy and principles, which can’t 
bring agreement anyhow, he says the process 
should start at the other end, from the bottom, 
that “the job should be turned over to the people 
themselves,” that is, rank-and-file party members. 


As for operation of a nation-wide; presidential pri- 


mary for the Republican Party he.explains: 

“In a presidential year the Party would hold 
its national convention in January or February, 
instead of June. Instead of nominating a candi- 
date for president, it would nominate any and

every presidential possibility who could muster, 
say, 25 percent of the convention votes. 

“The names of these would go on a ballot to 
be cast in a national primary or party plebiscite 
to be held in the Spring, after the candidates had 
fought it out for popular favor in true democratic 
fashion. Fighting it out for votes, the candidates 
would adapt their views or their campaigning 
methods, or both, to what they conceived to be 
the popular conservative mold.

Recognizing objections of various sorts, among 


them the cost of extensive campaigns necessary 


for the candidates, he suggests as to this that the 
Party could finance these from its owm treasury 
and could put on a series of debates among the 
candidates, with national radio hookups, a mod- 
ern version of the Lincoln-Douglas debates. 

As for the mechanics, he suggested that Con- 
gress could authorize a yniform national primary 
for the major parties, or the States, themselves, 
could adopt-laws for a uniform primary. Con- 
ceding difficulty there, he proposed the alterna- 
tive of a national plebiscite through the use of the 
Party organization, itself, starting with precinct 
committees. 

The present nominating system just grew up. 
There’s nothing sacred about it. Many people 
have advocated changes through the years. The 


Nebraska editor’s suggestions offer a good basis 
for discussion in seeking to devise a system that 


will give rank-and-file members more-to say 
about who are their party’s candidates, and thus, 
about party policy and direction.

Beer-Quality Furs, Champagne Linings 


W ASHINGTON—You want a rabbit skin, tax-free, to wrap your Baby Bunting in? 
some nervous foxes and some senatorial gobbledesupergook, this can be arranged.

law to buy a fur coat without paying a 20 percent tax on it, but you can do it, anyhow. This sorry 
tale of the conscientious tax collector, name of George J. Schoeneman, and his collision with the 
lawgivers who had forgotten how to write plain English had its beginnings in Wisconsin a couple of 
years ago when an Army flying machine soared over a fox farm. 


The noise scared the foxes. They got into a 
fight. This ruined a number of incipient fur 
coats and Congress got a bill for damage done. 
The boys paid off; they also passed a law pro- 
hibiting Federal fliers from frightening foxes. 
It was obvious to the masters of the foxes that 
Congress was in a sympathetic mood and they, 
goodness knows, had another problem. 


The Gavernment not only was taxing fur 
coats, but also cloth coats trimmed in fur. 
Fox skins mostly were going into the trim- 
mings, or would, if there were any. The 
ladies weren’t buying fur-trimmed coats be- 
cause they could buy plain ones 20 percent 
cheaper. The fox farmers demanded action. 


Senator Joseph R. McCarthy, Republican from 
the fox country surrounding Appleton, Wis., took 
up the cudgels. Abolish the tax on fur-trimmed 


coats, cried he. 


That sounded simple enough. His fellow legis- 
lators were sympathetic, but they also were sus- 
picious of the fur-coat makers. They tried to 
write a law whereby a fellow couldn’t make a 
fur coat trimmed in cloth, say it was vice versa, 
and sell it tax free. The more they thought 
about this the complicateder it got. They called 
in their legislative experts. 


And about a year later came out one of those 
incredibly complex laws, which has a different 
meaning to everybody who reads it. 
effect that the 20 percent nick would remain on 
fur coats, except in those cases where the other 
materials, namely cloth, were worth at least 
one third as much as the fur. These would be 
fur-trimmed coats, obviously, and hence taxless.

An unnamed city slicker in the fur trade had 
another idea. 

He took the cheapest fur he could buy, namely 
rabbit skin, (which has at least 50 different 
names each fancier than the next), and lined it 
with the de luxiest satin on the market. The 
lining cost almost as much as the fur.

He started his assembly line on cheap furs 
with costly linings. So did numerous competi- 
tors and this Fall all over the land the fur mer- 
chants advertised genuine fur coats without 
taxes. 

This made the manufacturers of mink coats 
sore. Try as they would, they couldn’t find a 
coat lining a third as costly as the outer cover- 
ing. They: protested to’ Washington. Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue Schoeneman ruled 
that fur coats were fur coats and subject to tax, 
no matter if they were lined with spun gold. 
That was last Tuesday. 


The fur began to fly, mostly by wire and 
long-distance phone. Fur men coast to coast. 
said he was crucifying ’em. They'd laid in 
stocks of tax-free fur coats to retail at around 
$100 a copy; add a $20 tax, and they’d be 
stuck. This loss would run into millions. 


So Schoeneman, trapped by the literary in- 
eptness of Congress, issued another order, post- 
poning the first one until next March. If you 
want a beer-quality coat with a champagne lining 
you can buy it until then without a tax. Schoene-

-~WASHINGTON—The policy of dismantling German industry ceased to make sense, from any 
viewpoint, as soon as it became clear that the objective of the Kremlin is to attach all of Germany 
to the Soviet orbit. That this is Russia’s grand design in Europe has been apparent at least since 


the imposition of the Berlin blockade in June, 1948. 


Since then not one factory in the Russian Zone 
of Occupation has been dismantled. On the con- 
tary, a good many of them have been expanded 
and developed with machinery shipped from the 
Western Zones as reparations. Of course the 
Russians take a very large part of the products 
of ail plants in their zone of occupation. But 
the factories are kept at capacity operation, giv- 
ing full if ill-requited employment to all German 
workers in the new East German “People’s 


Democracy.” 


In Western Germany, on the other hand. 
dismantling still continues. A total of 534 
separate plants, which formerly gave em- 
ployment to more than 500,000 workers, have 
been laboriously stripped of all their machin- 
ery. This planned destruction is now going 
en in another 200 factories in the British 
Zone of Occupation. Still another 20 plants, 
at present in operation, are scheduled to be 
dismantled in 1950—five years after the end 


‘of the war. 


Recently, I visited one of these doomed fac- 
tories, in the town of Wanne-Eickel, not far from 
Essen. This was one of the so-called Fischer- 
Tropsch plants, utilizing a complicated chemical 
process whereby coke is converted into hydro- 
carbons which in turn are used for the manufac- 
ture of soap, solvents, wax, paraffine, lacquer, 
varnish, detergents and medical products. 

By no stretch of the imagination could this 
be called a’ war industry and because of its com- 
plete lack of military importance the Wanne- 
Eickel factory was not bombed during the war. 
The Germans claim it is to be dismantled pri- 
marily becayese it can manufacture more cheaply 
than any British competitor. 

At the end of the war there were nine Fischer- 

psch — plants in Germany, six in the 


e six plants in the British Zone, only the

In the laboratory of this plant at Wanne- 
Eickel, 1 asked a group of company chemists 
about their plans when dismantling comes. One 
had an offer of employment in the Argentine; 
another had relatives in Australia and thought 
he could get there; two said they had made no 
plans; the fift'; was silent. ~ 

“And what will you do when this plant is 
destroyed?” I asked this last again. 


“The Russians have already offered me a 
good position,” he said slowly. “I do not 
want to work with them, but I have a wife 
and children. And my friends write me that 
life promises to be better..under the East 
German Republic than it is here in the 
Ruhr.”’ 


A more pronounced turn toward Russia was 
apparent among the workers in plants where dis- 
mantling is already far advanced, of which I 
visited half a dozen, in widely separated parts of 
the British Zone. 

In the shell of the great Krupp Works, at 
Essen, workmen at the time of my visit were 
loading crated machinery onto a train of flat 
cars bound for Czechoslovakia. I asked the fore 
man in charge if he thought it made sense to 
turn this material over to a Russian satellite gov- 
ernment. “It makes sense from my viewpoint,” 
he replied tartly. “I’m a Communist.” | 


Until fairly recently, German hatred and 
fear ef Russia outweighed the resentment 
ever dismantling. But the continuation of . 
this destruct've policy, for which we are ~ 


ever te the Russian side. And the Russians 
are capitalizing en this cleverly. 


Every German newspaper printed in the Rus- 
sian Zone features dismantling stories and pro- 
claims that the American purpose is to reduce 
Western Germany to the status of a slave state. 
These papers are smuggled in to the workers of 
every plant where dismantling is in process. It 
was easy to see that the propaganda is making 

In the “grand design” of making Germany a 
Soviet ally, the policy of dismantling, long since 
abandoned by Russia, is a psychological asset of 
inestimable value—to the Kremlin.

U.S. Off on New Hiring Spree - 


WASHINGTON—Uncle Sam’s burgeoning Federal pay roll is 
expected to soar to a. new record high this year in the wake of 
the costlest Congress in peacetime history. 


It indicates how drastically 
the highly ballyhooed Congres- 
sional economy drive, which was 
going to lop off millions from 
the Federal budget, was defeated 
in the closing days of the session. 


Instead of the big firing spree 


predicted by the economy bloc, : 
Government. hugéaus are prepay. . 
ss hiring ‘drive ‘ 


ing for a 
which will add thousands of new 
workers to the payroll. 


Top officials estimate that 
some 50,000 new workers will 
be hired before the end of the 
current fiscal year._and possi- 
bly another 50,000 by the end 
of the next calendar year. 


In addition, the Government 
payroll will be swelled hy some 
200,000 temporary workers 
which the Census Bureau 's 
planning to hire to tabulate the 
1950 findings. 


This prospect of adding 100,- | 
000 regular workers and 200,000 — 
temporary jobholders contrasts | 
sharply with the plans of the | 


Congressional economy bloc 
which at one time was going to 
chop off 200,000 jobs. 

THE NEW additions are ex- 
pected to bring the total num- 
ber of Federal workers well over 
the postwar high of 2,150,000 
which was established back in 
1947. 

In recent months the Federal 
payroll had been tapering off 
and, at one point, hit less than 
2,050,000 workers.

forms of organization. 
revolutionary expediency.” 


That is not feminism; that is practical, 


Once more: “Must I again swear to you, or let you swear, that 
the struggles for our demands for women must be bound up with 
the object of seizing power, of establishing the proletarian dicta- 


torship? 


That is our alpha and omega at the present time.”

As Denmark has become more 
important to us—we now send 
an Ambassador, before it was 
a Minister—perhaps you would 
like to refresh your mind anent 
its capital, Copenhagen, literally 
Merchant’s Harbor. 

This city with its suburbs has 
a population of over a million. 
It dates back to 1167 when Bish- 
op Absalon built on the spot a 
stronghold and fishermen at- 
tracted by shelter and the rich 
herring fisheries of the Sound 
flocked to it. 

It has much in common with 
the capital of Georgia for it has 
endured terrible fires. The one 
in 1728 burned down two-fifths 
of all its houses. But the Danes 
‘like the phoenix and us have 
arisen magnificently from their 
ashes. 

And when we delegates of 
the American Women’s Clubs 
Overseas met in Copenhagen we 
seemed to take on this courage, 
for undoubtedly we were in- 
- spired. 

To fulfill the aim of the con- 
‘ference, which was through the 
exchange of ideas to find practi- 
cal ways and means to promote 
understanding and good will, we 
decided upon: Promoting ex- 
change of students, concentrat- 
ing on helping the American 
student feel at home in Europe 
with providing him contact with 
the best elements.

At the present time 50% of the 
Negro teachers are on the salary 
schedule and the remaining 50% 
will be on the schedule in Sep- 
tember 1950, which means the to- 
tal equalization of salaries for 
White and Negro teachers. 

Under the present building pro- 
gram, one Negro high schoo! is 
being constructed on the west side.

In-Service Education is provided ' 
for Negro teachers.

Superintendents Ira Jarrell and 
Paul West are studying trends in.

THE TWO SCHOOL SYSTEMS 

WORKING TOGETHER 
To those of us who have not 


‘been familiar with the operations 


of the City schools and the County 
schools, this experience has been 
most revealing. Our former im- 


‘pression was that the relationship 


between the two systems was un- 
friendly to the point of jealousy 
and antagonism. We were inform- 
ed that such a feeling did exist 
until a few years ago. However, 
after our investigation, we have 
an entirely different impression, 
and for the information of the citi-| 
zens of the City of Atlanta and 
Fulton County, we would like to 
present some facts to show the 
fine relations between the two 
Boards and how harmoniously 
they work together for the good of 
the whole community. 


(1) Each Board has a Sub- 
Committee, the function of 
which is to sit, together with 
the two Superintendents, 2nd 
work out any problems affect- 
ing the schools of either Sys- 
tem for the benefit of the stu-_, 
dents and the public. 

(2) The City and the Coun- 
tv schools have adopted prac- 
tically identical curricula, 
making it quite simple for 
students to transfer from one 
school to another without loss 
of time or loss of credits, and 
with practically no malad)just- 
ments. 

(3) The two Systems oper- 
ate jointly a Radio Education 
Program. The station is lo- ! 
cated on the top floor of the 
City Hall. The equipment 
was donated by the Rich Foun- 
dation. It is well staffed and 
makes an invaluable contribu- 
tion to the classroom tech- 
nique. Each school has por- 
table receiver sets. 

(4) The Smith-Hughes Vo- 
cational School for White stu- 
dents and the Carver Vocation- 
al School] for Negro students 


publishes an annual report 
bulletins by the Recreation Divi- 
sion that outline the coming pro. 
grams for each community center, 
playground and athletic field. The 
County Parks Department did not 
print an annual report in 1948, but 
at the present time they are plan- 
ning to supply some general in- 
formation and program bulletins. 

The operating budgets are ap- 
proximately the same this year as 
for 1948. There has been a con: 
siderable expansion of the Parks 
System during the past year with 
funds supplied by a bond issue. 
This includes a $450,000.00 park 
for colored people, sponsored 
equally by the City and County. 

IV. LIQUOR INVESTIGATION 

The Grand Jury was instructed 
to follow up the investigation of 
State liquor irregularities being 
conduced by Mr. Claude Shaw 
While this investigation has made 
some progress, we are informed 
that it will require many addi- 
tional months to complete. We 
recommend that the incoming 
Grand Jury be charged with the 
responsibility of seeing that this 
probe be continued on an impnar- 
tial basis without regard to polit- 
ical affiliation, and that all viola- 
tors be prosecuted to the full ex- 
tent of the law. 

Based on the information this 
Jury has secured from adjacent 
States where the sale of liquor ts 
handled through State stores, it is 
our opinion that a similar plan in 
Georgia would offer better contro! 
than the plan now in force. 

We recommend that the study of 
this matter be continued by subse- 
quent Grand Juries. 

Until some change is made, this 
Grand Jury recommends: 

(1) That no individual be 
permitted to hold more than 
one liquor license or have any 
interest, financial or other- 
wise, in more than one license 
or store. 

(2) That no right of trans- 
fer, sale, gift or other dispo- 
sition of a license be extended 
to liscensees. 

(3) That all statements of 
ownership be made_ under 
oath with penalty of perjury 
applicahle. 

(4) That an immediate in- 
vestigation of the existing |i- 
censes be made to see that 
they comply with the law. 

The City of Atlanta has arbitra- 
rily limited to 150 the number cf 
stores licensed to sell liquor. Ful- 
ton Couty, while not limiting the 
number of stores, has only issued 
two new licenses in the past two 
years. It is the opinion of this 
body that this restriction of new 
licenses has created a_ situation 
whereby present licensees are in 
a position to command unwarrant- 
ed prices from the sale of the 
“kev” to such liquor stores. 

We recommend that these re- 
strictions be removed so that any 


possible monopoly be thwarted. 


V. JAILS 
PHYSICAL PROPERTIES 

Our inspection disclosed that 
this institution is exceptionally 
well managed and kept scrupu- 
lously clean. Attention is directed 
to the fact that this property is 
inadequate in size and facility to 
permit the proper segregation of 
prisoners, i. e., youthful prisoners 
and “first termers” should be kept 
away from chronic offenders or 
confirmed criminals.

The small shack of a house has, 
been torn down and replaced by a, 
modern farm home, with all mod- 
ern conveniences, electric stove, 
refrigerator, other electrical appli- 
ances. 

When he moved to the farm, 
Black had two cows and three 
calves and a few farm tools.

How- 
ever, over half this increase rep- 
resented price support loans of 
the Commodity Credit Corporation 
and thus represents a different 
type of debt than mortgages, trade 
credit, etc. 

“Despite the drop in cash assets 
and rise in debt, farmers as a 
whole remained financially strong. 
One important indication is that 
on January 1 this year farmers 
had in the aggregate $1.77 in 
cash for every dollar they owed. 
This was lower than the 1947 ratio 
of $2.21 in cash assets .or every 
dollar of debt, but it was in 
marked contrast with the situation 
a’ the beginning of 1940 when 
farmers in the aggregate had onlv 
4. cents in cash assets for every 
dollar they owed.

actly correct, because influenza 
in horses and mules is sometimes 
caused by germs other than 
those which produce hemorrhag- 
ic septicemia. 

The thing for the farmer to 
remember is that the disease 
can be prevented and that now 
is the time to prevent it. As 
Winter settles down and the -ni- 
mals’ resistance becomes lower 
the danger from this long-named 
disease is greater. An injection 
of the proper bacterin will pro- 
tect cattle, sheep, swine, horses 
and mules from hemorrhagic 
septicemia. It is especially im- 


| portant to treat cattle and sheép. 


In addition to using the pre- 
ventive medicine at this time of 
the year, it is highly important 
that animals which are about to 
be shipped be given the injec- 
tion. If you are buying cattle it 
is well to have them treated be- 
ore moving them to your farm. 
This should be done under the 
supervision of a veterinarian. 

Some drug manufacturers 
combine blackleg and hemor- 
rhagic septicemia bacterins in 
the same bottle, and they can be 
given together. 

Veterinarians, county agents, 
vocational agricultural teachers 
and other livestock men will be 
glad to show you how to make 
the injections and your veteri- 
narian or druggist will be glad 
to obtain the proper bacterin 
or serums for vou. 

When the animal dies, it is the 
farmer alone who suffers, there- 
fore it is the farmer's job to see 
that his animals are protected. 
The values far outweigh the 
expense.
